Paul flillis Spra^rue, Aged 15 
Years, the Yictim. 


AN ATTEMPT TO RESOLE. 


Lad Named Schwarz Came Near Los­ 
ing Kis Lite lu Endeavor to 
Save Companion. 


Paul Hillis 
Sprague, 
aged 
15 
years, the only £on of Frank and 
Em m a Sprague, i i o i South M as­ 
sachusetts street, was drowned in 
the 
pond at Jenkins’ quarry, in 
Southeast Sedalia, Sunday morn­ 
ing, between 7 and 8 o ’clock. 
The lad was 
returning home, 
after having driven his cow to pas­ 
ture, and was accompanied by a 
companion named Schw arz. 
Paul had his faithful dog with 
him, and on reaching the aban­ 
doned quarry playfully threw the 
canine in, standing upon an em­ 
bankment several feet high as he 
did so. 
W hile thus engaged the embank­ 
ment gave 
w ay 
and Paul, who 
could 
not 
swim, 
dropped 
into 
about five feet of water. 
H is head evidently came in con­ 
tact with a rock, as ther^ was a 
large bruise on the side of his face, 
and he was rendered unconscious. 
Y o u n g Schw arz 
seized a rope 
that Paul had carried to and from 
the pasture and attempted to res­ 
cue his companion. 
The at least 
partially 
unconscious 
boy seized 
the rope, but Schw arz was not 
strong enough to haul him to the 
bank. 


Instead, 
Y o u n g 
Schw arz was 
drawn into the pond, and it is al­ 
most a miracle that he, too, was 
not drowned. 
The cries of the Schw arz lad for 
assistance 
brought a 
number of 
other boys to the scene, and also 
James Renfro, the latter plunging 
into the pond and recovering P aul’s 
body. 
D r. Cole was summoned and at­ 
tempts at resuscitation were made, 
but all to no purpose. 
Undertaker Hillis, an uncle of 
the dead boy, was summoned and 
the body was removed to the fam­ 
ily residence, where a large num­ 
ber of friends called during the day 
and evening to ^ express sympathy 
for the heartbroken parents. 
Paul was one of Sedalia’s bright­ 
est boys, and was a favorite w ith 
all who knew him. 
H e was a 
member of the Broadw ay Presby­ 
terian church, and also sang in the 
choir of C alvary Episcopal church. 
H is mother is an invalid, and Paul 
has been her closest companion for 
years, his chief desire 
being 
to 
gratify her every wish. His father, 
Frank Sprague, is employed as a 
stationary engineer at the M . , K . 
& T . shops, and he and his good 
w ife are prostrated with grief. 
jThe burial service w ill be con- 
di^cted at the Broadw ay Presbyte- 
riiin church at 4 o ’clock Tuesday 
afternoon, the R ev. E . W . Clip- 
p|nger officiating. 
T he pall'bearers w ill be selected 
firom the choir of C alvary church, 
iind Mrs. Sallie Potter Sneed, with 
hom the dead boy was a favorite, 
ill have charge of the music.

BOARD MEETS TODAY. 


Will Enforce Law Reg*ardingImport­ 
ing Children. 


The State Board of Charities and 
Corrections w ill meet at Jefferson 
C ity this evening to take up a new 
duty since the close of the last ses­ 
sion of the legislature— that of en­ 
forcing the law restricting the im­ 
portation of orphan children into 
the state. 
The law specifies that 
no de­ 
formed or diseased children shall 
be brought here from other states, 
to be placed in homes, and pro­ 
vides that bond shall be furnished 
for all orphan children brought in. 
This bond is required for the pur­ 
pose of returning the children, pro­ 
viding they are not admissible un­ 
der the law. 
Eastern 
orphanages, 
notably 
those in the state of N ew Y o rk , 
often send children into this and 
other western states in squads of 
KXtor more, for the purpose of se­ 
curing homes for them. 
The new law is considered of 
great usefulness in keeping out the 
objectionable portion of this orphan 
population.

Statistics Showin<5 Use to V7hich 3 lisy 
Have Put Tlieir Education. 
T h e fifth iiuiiiher of the Atlaiitd 
university jiiibliualion.^ has a[)p tarecl, 
and is entiiled “* Jhic College ìh’ed Ne­ 
gro.” 
I t is an alleni{)i to .'ludy the 
work of the negro eoilegi gradnaiet 
both north and south and to ( ^tiiiuue 
th e value and p robalile future of the 
Southern college for eolorcd p eop le. 
According to this rep ort, there have 
been about 2,500 in gro college gradu­ 
ates. 
Of the larger northern insti­ 
tute's, Harvard hia.- 11 ingro gradu­ 
ates, 
Yale and the un i v c n . s i t o f 
Michigan ten each, (Virnell eight, Co- 
lum bi^iourand re'nn.-ylvania four. Of 
the smaller college-. Oiierlin lead.- 
with 128 graduate-, tlie Cniversiivof 
O' 
Ivausas 10 and Ihttes 15. 
I h e hulk of these graduates are 
southern born. 
N inety 
p er cent, of 
those born in the south stay there and 
work and 50 p er cent, of tiuj.-e Inuai 
in th e north come south and labui 
among their p eop le. 
Aliont ten p er 
cent, of these graduates are wouicn. 
Most of th e graduates marry lietweim 
the ages of 25 and 35, and while their 
families are not large, tlicv are of 
healthy and normal size. 
The most i n teres ting question and 
in many resp ects the crucial quest ion 
to be asked concerning college bred 
negroes is: 
^^Do they earn a living?'’ 
I t has been intimated more than once 
that the higher training of lugioi.- 
has resulted in sending into the wmdd 
of work men who can tind nothing lo 
do suitable to their talem-. Xowatu' 
then there comes a rum or cd a colored 
college man working at menial serv­ 
ice, etc. 
Fortunately ilie returns as 
to occup ation of college bred ncgroe.- 
are quite full— nearly (iO [lereent. of 
the total nnralier of graduates. 
Of 
1,132 ])ersons rep orting, over half an 
teachers, a sixth are p reachers, anotli- 
er sixth are students and ]>p ofes.-ior;d 
men; over six p er cent, are farmei-, 
artisans and merchants and four p ei 
cent, are in govern nun t service. Mo.-i 
of these do not change tlieir oceujm- 
tions often and stick to tlu-ir calling- 
— nearly 30 p er cent, iiave been em- 
p lo}’ed at their p resent oeciqmtions 
ten years and over. The total a.-ses^d 
value of real estate rèjiorted i.- $ 1.342.- 
862.50 and the aveuage p er individnal 
$ 2,411. 
There is a most interesting sym­ 
p osium on the negro p roblems and 
their p robable soliuion, bihliograp liy 
of works hv negroes and the ooinion 
of a num ber of p romiiieut nurihein 
college p residents and others on the 
higher training of negroes. I n nearly 
every case these favor such training 
p rop erly given to colored student?. 
I t is shown that colored studuits 
contribute very nearly as much to­ 
ward the exp enses of their irainingas 
whites. 
The final conclusions of the sluely 
are: 
1. T he greai mass of the negroes 
need common school 
and 
manual 
training. 
2. There is a large and growirigde- 
m and for industrial and 
technical 
training, and trade schools. 
3. There is a distinct demand for 
the higher training of p ersons select­ 
ed for talent and character to 
he 
leaders of thought and missionaries 
of culture am ong the masses. 
4. To sni'p p ly this demand for 
a 
hig her training there ought to 
be 
m aintained several negro colleges in 
the south. 
5. The aim of thesc colleges sh onld 
beto sup p ly thorouglily trained teach­ 
ers, p reachers, p rofessional men and 
cap tains of industry. 
I t is, however, 
earnestly recom­ 
mended th a t this college work be con­ 
centrated in about 12 high grade in­ 
stitutions in the south instead of scat­ 
tered as it is no-w in 34.— l\liiwaukee 
Sentinel.
